 lities, and powers, thrones and dominions, created, oF Fe 
ordained, and eſtabliſhed by him, and for him, doth give, .4#. wm 
grant, and allow of a liberty to men and Chriſtians, as 27+ -» 
men and, Chriftians. Firſt, as men in the creation to an- 
ſwer the end for which they were created : and Secondly, ' 
as Chriſtians in communion and covenant with him,being 6:4. 3t + 
ehildren of the free woman, and are commanded and re- 
uired by the Lord as a people in covenant with him, to 
ftand faſt in the liberty ( of their tender conſciences to 
God-ward, in point of Religion and worfhip of God ) 
wherewlith Chriſt hath made them free, Gal.5. r. The 
ought not to be denyed or hindred of that liberty which 
is given, granted, and allowed unto them, by the Lord as' 
men ( to hinder them for anſwering the end of their cre- 
ation ) neither ought the true Chriſtians and people in co» 
venant with God, to be denyed of liberty of Conſcience, 
in point of Religion and worſhip of God, but to have lt- 
berty of conſcience in matters of Faith and Salvation @. s.1 
given, granted, and allowed unto them : Becauſe they 'Þ 
are thereunto called of God, and it is againſt the dodtrine 
of the Apoſtles, contrary to the minde and will of the 
Lord, and in oppoſition to the Scriptures, and the practice 
of the primitive Chriſtians, to deny and refuſe to grant it. 
Firſt, becauſe the Saints and true Chriſtians are com- 
manded by the Lord to ſtand faſt in the liberty ( of con- 
ſcience allowed. in:the goſpel ) wherewith Chriſt hath 
made them free. Secondly,becauſe they are forbidden to 
be intangled again with the yoke of bondage ( in point 
of religion ah of God) as by the Scripture 18 
evident, .Gal,:.,5.;

 ſadoing, and though he that was born after the fleſh did 
perſecute him that was born after the ſpirit , he did it 
without any right or authority from Gad, and therefore 
the fon of the bond woman muſt be caſt out,and not be 
heir with the ſonof the free woman,as ſaith the Scripture.

Chrift hath purchaſed a liberty, and fredome for the ca.s.r,

when they did the office of a Midwife, yet becauſe the aq 
fear of God was in their hearts, they durſt not doit: fo 
that they rather chuſed to obey God in preſerving the. 
hves ofthe innocents, then to obey the command of the 
King, which was ſo contrary to the minde of the Lord, 
who would have had the ſeed deftroyed, which the Lord 
preſerved and bleſſed. 

King Pharoah could have been content to have letten za. c. 
the old ſtock of [{rael have lived, if there had been no en-#-9.10- 11: 
creaſe, but policy taught him to put a ſtop tothat, and if. ***& 
the. Lord had not put a ſtop to that deſign, Iſrael had 
been cut off and deſtroyed in the ſeed. For ifthe Hebrew #*0d.r.17- 
Midwives had nor feared and obeyed God rather then 
man, the ale children had been deſtroyed, when they 
had come out of the.womb. 

Daniel was a man beloved and bleſſed ofthe Lord, and 
there wereſuch as ſought an occaſion againſt him, with 
an intent and purpoſe ( under the colour of tranſgreffing 
a known Law ) to' have cuthim off and deſtroyed him : 
as there have been and are now ſuch as ſeeks an occaſion 
againſt the Daziels and beloved people of God, with an 
intent to deſtroy them.

Concerning the Primitive Chriſtians both Miniſters 

and People. 

The Miniſters of the goſpel in 'the primitive times, 
were called in queſtion about their doQrine and Mini- 

8.21.13, {try by the Prieſts, Rulers and Magiſtrates, and threatned 
tothe end. and commanded to preach no more in the name of Jeſus, 
i. 22 which was indire& oppoſition to liberty of conſcience 
48.4. granted and given. by the Lord unto his Miniſters in mat- 
ters of faith and ſalvation, but obſtructed and denyed by 
Prieſts, Rulers and Magiſtrates' then, who commanded 
them contrary tothe commands of God in ſuch cafes, but 
the Miniſters of the goſpel in the primitive times could 
not be ſubje& toſuch commandsof men, as would have 
forc't conſcience from performing its duty and ſervice to 
God in matters of faith and ſalvation, and they faid in 
4.18 lain terms without any evaſions, we cannot but ſpeak 
9. 20, the things which we have ſeen and heard, it was matter of 
conſcience to them , and they would rather fuffer by 
men then difobey God and offend a good conſcience to 
God-wards as aforeſaid, as by the Scripture is evident 

and plain. 

The Miniſters of the goſpel and primitive Chriſtians, 
was no perſecutors, but were perſecuted, for faid Paxl to 
Timothie thou haſt fully known my do&rine, manner of 
life, faith, long ſuffering, charity, - patience, perſecutions, 
afflictions, which came unto me at Aztioch, at Iconinm, 
at Lyſire,what perſecutions endured, ' but out of them 
all the Lord delivered me, yea and all that will live godly 

: Tim, 3 3Þ Chriſt Jeſus ſhall ſuffer perſecution 2 Tie. 3. But evil 
1,11,12, men and ſeducers ſhall wax worſe and worſe, 2 Tim. 3.

The Miniſters of the goſpel in the primitive times were

the people+ in all the provincesof thy Kingdome, and 
their lawes are divers from all people, neither keap they 
the Kings lawes, therefore it isnot for the Kings profieeo

7. Thento meet together in point, of Religion and 
worſhip of God with them that are governed and 
. ſantified by the ſpirit of 'God, 1s to come to the 
Church, and that according to the Liturgie or com- 
mon prayer book, therefore ſuch are ro be tolerated, 
and ought not tobemoleſted or troubled, but rather 
| freed from all Eccleſiaſtical cenſures and temporal pu- 
niſhments concerning the ſame. 

2. To meet together to preach and pray, and per- 
form duty to God 1n point of Religion and worſhip of 
God, isnot to meet contrary to the practice of the Litur- 
2ie of the Church of England, becauſe they pretend 
to dothe ſame,, therefore they who meet together in 
the fear, wiſdome, and ſpirit of God, to preach, pray, 
and -perform duty toGod, in point of Religion, as 
worſhippers of him, ought not to be moleſted, diſturb- 
ed, or calledin queſtion for ſo doing.
